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Government commanders at Kampot report that Communist small

arms and artillery fire has slackened in the past few days. Kampot 's 
defenses were bolstered yesterday by the arrival of reinforcements 
that were landed on the coast just south of the city on April 8. 
Elsewhere, the Cambodian Army high command has dispatched rein- 
forcements to government positions on Route 4 some ten miles west 
of Phnom Penh in response to reports of impending insurgent attacks
